Jlo was perfectly familiar with every

conspicuous -personage.,in his own Stato
front the. earliest times.
At the close of tho war he located in the

historio old town »of Joncsboro. which
was .in the early history ot Uio country,
-tho,capital of the old Stale, ot. Friinklnnd.
¦Ho established ,thero a .drug storo alld
conlltiued In that, business as long as ho.
lived, studying history und writing his¬
torical-sketches at Intervals when no
customers wero In.
Mr. Mathcs was twice-married, his first

¦wife being,a daughter, of Dr. Bovoli,,
and a.sister ot Stephen A. Bovoli, a well-
known nowspap.er writer of Upper East
Tennessee. Two daughter« wero born to
tills union. His second, marriage wns to
Miss Julia Carver, of'Mobile, Ala., and the
second wifo survives."
Although lie received his Intimate

friends most cordially at his homo,; his
lini-Ita In his later years wero in a-do-
grco thoso of the recluse; and for years
tho front window blinds to his homo wero
never opened. And bo it was that' thé
"ptiblloùnderslòod that his home, rather,
than a placo for social greetings, was;.a
castlo of research. Mr. Mathcs, whot,wns
-about.68 years of.age, enjoyed good health
up to, within tho last year of his life,1

His only sister married James Beane,
